A los 20 años del terremoto de 
Loma Prieta, que devastó la Ciudad 
de San Francisco y otras comuni- 
dades del Área de la Bahía, autori- 
dades estatales dicen contar ahora 
con tecnología para lidiar con un 
nuevo terremoto más eficazmente. 
Según afirmó el sismólogo John 
Parrish, California cuenta con nueva 
tecnología que acelera el acceso a 
información sobre cualquier sismo 
en el estado y también manda alertas 
inmediatas a entidades del orden y 
de emergencia, como la Oficina de 
Servicios de Emergencia (OES), 
y el departamento de transporte 
público Caltrans. Asimismo, se 
están instalando instrumentos con 
sensores en la nueva construcción 
del Bay Bridge, los cuales servirán 
para recolectar información sísmica, 
y transmitir esa información a las 
entidades adecuadas. 

Esta tecnología, conocida como 
CGS (California Geological Survey) 
es similar a medidas que se están 
tomando en lugares que también 
han sido devastados por terremotos, 
como Japón y Ciudad de México. 
Los aparatos también pueden emitir 
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advertencias previas a un sismo. 
La diferencia, dice Parrish, es que 
California, particularmente el área 
de Loma Prieta, está localizada en 
medio de fallas sísmicas activas. 
“Esto quiere decir que no tenemos

segundos, para dar avisos, mien- 
tras que en Japón o México, las 
advertencias pueden ser de entre 30 
segundos y dos minutos”, agregó 
Parrish.

Gobernador firma nuevas leyes en California 


El Gobernador de California, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger firmó va- 
rias medidas a favor del medio am- 
biente los derechos de homosexua- 
les, la seguridad aérea, y restriccio- 
nes en contra de conductores ebrios, 
entre otras. Asimismo, vetó cientos 
de propuestas que hubieran, entre 
otras cosas, aumentado protecciones 
del uso de otros idiomas en esta- 
blecimientos privados, permitido 
el uso de matrículas consulares para 
servicios de asesoría, y limitado el 
aumento salarial de directivos de los 
sistemas universitarios. En total, el 
mandatario republicano firmó 479 
medidas y vetó 229. 

Entre las medidas firmadas 
están la AB 920, la cual obligará a 
las compañías de servicios públicos 
a indemnizar a usuarios por energía 
solar adicional producida en sus 
hogares o negocios. Anteriormente, 
estos usuarios no han recibido in- 
centivos. Schwarzenegger también 
firmó la SB 32, la cual impulsará 
la construcción de instalaciones de 
energía solar en lugares desiertos, 
como edificios o estacionamientos 
abandonados. El gobernador ratificó 
dos medidas a favor de personas 
homosexuales, incluida la SB 54, 
la cual reconoce como válidos a los 
matrimonios de parejas del mismo 
sexo que se hayan llevado a cabo en 
otros estados. Asimismo, Schwar- 
zenegger firmó la designación de 
un día conmemorativo para Harvey 
Milk, el primer funcionario electo 
de una ciudad de EE.UU. abier- 
tamente homosexual quien fuera 
asesinado en San Francisco hace 
más de 30 años. 

El mandatario también firmó 
la AB 91 la cual iniciará un pro- 
grama piloto en las ciudades de Los 
Angeles, Sacramento y Tulare, para 
instalar sistema en autos de personas 
con antecedentes de conducir en 
estado ebriedad para descartar que 


se encuentren bajo los efectos del 
alcohol a la hora de conducir. Asi- 
mismo, la SB 481, del senador Dave 
Cox, permitirá a autoridades matar a 
pájaros en aeropuertos de California 
si es que lo consideran como un peli- 
gro para el público. También firmó 
la SB 680 de la Senadora Gloria 
Romero, la cual permitirá a padres 
de familia escoger la escuela de su 
preferencia, en vez de la designada 
por un distrito escolar, para sus 
hijos, así como la SB 651, la cual 
implementa medidas para evitar la 
deserción escolar. 

Por otra parte, Schwarzenegger 
vetó la SB 242 del Senador Leland 
Yee, la cual hubiera protegido los 
derechos civiles de toda persona 
de hablar idiomas extranjeros en 
lugares privados, o negocios. El 
gobernador dijo que documentos 
emitidos por el gobierno mexicano, 
tal y como una licencia de conducir 
o un pasaporte, deben ser suficiente 
en este tipo de asesoría. Por ley, 
las medidas entrarán en vigor el 
próximo | de enero del 2010. EFE

El Comité de Finanzas del Se- 
nado de EE.UU. aprobó por estrecho 
margen y con un solo voto republi- 
cano, su versión de una reforma de 
salud que, según sus partidarios, 
es la que más se aproxima a las 
prioridades del Presidente Barack 
Obama para la cobertura médica 
universal.

Manifestaciones similares 
se llevaron a cabo en Los Angeles 
y San José (California), Chicago, 
Miami, Filadelfia (Pensilvania), 
Detroit (Michigan), Seattle (Wash- 
ington), Minneapolis (Minesota), 
y otras ciudades con alta concen- 
tración hispana. La Casa Blanca 
asegura que Obama sigue igual de 
comprometido con la reforma mi- 
gratoria y que espera que el debate 
arranque a principios de 2010.

Propuesta 
legislativa 
sobre el aborto 
divide a Perú 


Una propuesta para legalizar el 
aborto eugenésico y en casos de vio- 
lación en Perú provoca la ira de la 
Iglesia Católica y divide al Gobier- 
no, en un país marcado por su larga 
tradición religiosa. El 6 de octubre 
pasado la Comisión Revisora del 
Código Penal del Congreso aprobó 
por mayoría una iniciativa para 
despenalizar el aborto eugenésico 
(feto con malformaciones muy 
graves) y en casos de embarazo por 
violación. La propuesta está en una 
fase preliminar, debe convertirse 
primero en anteproyecto (lo que no 
sucederá antes de diciembre), luego 
pasar a la Comisión de Justicia y 
Derechos Humanos, más tarde al 
pleno del Parlamento y por último al 
Presidente de la República, y según 
los especialistas esto podría demorar 
meses o incluso años. Sin embargo, 
la Conferencia Episcopal salió 
casi inmediatamente al paso para 
decir que el sacrificar la vida del 
feto para proteger a la madre parte 
del supuesto de que una vida tiene 
más valor que otra. El arzobispo 
de Lima, Juan Luis Cipriani, ariete 
de los sectores más conservadores, 
agregó que la Iglesia no tendría 
problemas en acoger a los bebés no 
deseados. 

En el extremo de los miembros 
del Gobierno que se oponen a esta 
propuesta está el ministro peruano 
de Defensa, Rafael Rey, vinculado 
al Opus Dei, quien dijo que de 
aprobarse la ley evaluaría su per- 
manencia en el Gabinete. En Perú, 
el aborto es ilegal y constituye un 
delito contra la vida, pero se per- 
mite en el caso de llamado “aborto 
terapéutico” (cuando la vida de la 
madre está en peligro), una ley vi- 
gente desde 1924, pero que 85 años 
después no cuenta con un protocolo 
médico. El aborto eugenésico y por 
violación sexual está penado hasta 
con tres meses de cárcel, mientras 
que la mera interrupción voluntaria 
del embarazo por decisión materna 
tiene una pena de hasta dos años de 
cárcel. Pese a la ley se realizan en 
Perú más de 350,000 abortos induci- 
dos cada año, según las organizacio- 
nes feministas. Actualmente, la pro- 
puesta legislativa para despenalizar 
el aborto está en discusión, pero ya 
las críticas han hecho que el propio 
presidente de la comisión que revisa 
este espinoso asunto, Carlos Torres 
Caro, señalara que sería reconsi- 
derada la decisión. EFE

El presidente de Colombia, Álvaro Uribe, abogó en Guatemala 
por incrementar la inversión para combatir la pobreza mediante un 
TLC que entrará en vigor en diciembre y pidió unificar fuerzas para 
desterrar el narcotráfico. “Lo que necesitan nuestros países es una alta y 
sostenida tasa de inversión con responsabilidad social, para poder sacar 
a nuestras comunidades de la pobreza, para construir sociedades con 
equidad”, señaló Uribe en el Palacio Nacional de la Cultura, donde fue 
recibido por su homólogo guatemalteco, Álvaro Colom. El presidente 
colombiano, que realizó una visita oficial al país centroamericano, 
hizo con Colom un intercambio protocolario de los instrumentos de 
ratificación del Tratado de Libre Comercio suscrito entre ambos países 
en agosto de 2007.

El gubernamental Mo- 
vimiento Al Socialismo (MAS) 
inició formalmente su campaña 
en Bolivia para la reelección del 
Presidente Evo Morales en un 
multitudinario mitin al que, sin 
embargo, no asistió el manda- 
tario. El acto fue dirigido por el 
vicepresidente boliviano, Aero 
García Linera, quien destacó que 
inician la campaña en La Paz 
como un homenaje a líderes in- 
dios y mestizos de esta región que 
pelearon por la independencia del 
país y la defensa de los recursos 
naturales.

Gov't seizes public electric utility

President Felipe Calderon dissolved public power company Luz y 
Fuerza del Centro, or LyFC, which supplies electricity to the capital and 
central Mexico, early Sunday amid a labor dispute. Federal police occupied 
LyFC’s facilities after Calderon issued an executive order dissolving the util - 
ity company on the basis of “proven operating and financial inefficiency.” 
The utility has labor liabilities of 240 billion pesos ($18 billion) and its 
costs are “almost double its revenues,” the president said. Since its creation, 
LyFC has “not stopped receiving huge budgetary transfers, which have 
increased in recent years instead of decreasing,” Calderon said. The funds 
transfers soared about 200 percent between 2001 and 2008, the president 
said. “The results reported by Luz y Fuerza del Centro are notably lower 
than those of comparable companies and organizations that provide the 
same service at the international level,” Calderon said. 

The utility’s workers will be compensated in accordance with labor 
laws, the president said. The Mexican Electrical Workers Union, or SME, 
said LyFC has some 88,000 workers, of whom 60,000 are union members 
and the rest work on a temporary basis. The union has been battling the 
government, which has refused to recognize SME leader Martin Esparza. 
Thousands of union members took to the streets of Mexico City last Thurs- 
day to protest the Calderon administration’s actions. The SME called on 
the government Sunday to scrap the utility’s dissolution. The union wants 
Calderon’s executive order cancelled, federal police out of the utility’s 
installations and the return of workers to their jobs, SME spokesman 
Fernando Amezcua said. EFE

El tema del reciclaje ha venido tomando fuerza 
ultimamente promoviendo una cultura que primero, 
educa a quienes hacen parte de ella. Dicho proceso 
de enseñanza está adelantándose en varios planteles 
educativos de la Ciudad y es apoyado por el Programa 
Vamos Escuelas Verdes (Go Green Schools), en donde 
los niños desde kinder hasta escuela alta aprenden 
cómo, qué, y dónde reciclar. 

Todas las escuelas empiezan en el nivel básico de 
reciclaje en el cual el programa de la Ciudad brinda sin 
ningún costo, los materiales (botes y contenedores) y 
los estudiantes aprenden a reconocer su color azul y 
el logo que los identifica. Durante este inicio, lo que 
se busca es enseñar a la comunidad educativa (estu- 
diantes, padres, maestros, administradores), qué cosas 
son reciclables y cuáles no. El material reciclable se 
divide en grupos: envases plásticos o de lata, papel, 
cartuchos de impresoras y material electrónico dañado 
(celulares, baterías y otros aparatos). 

Una vez a la semana, el material que se recolecta 
durante el transcurso de la misma es recogido por los 
estudiantes encargados que por ejemplo en las escuelas 
elementales son los de Quinto grado. Después, las en- 
tidades con las que cada escuela tiene convenio, van, 
recogen y pagan el dinero equivalente a la cantidad de 
material reciclable que se les vende. Estas entidades 
las contacta el maestro encargado del programa, los 
padres u otro empleado designado. 

El dinero que se recauda se guarda con fines 
benéficos para la escuela y para los estudiantes: 
campamentos de ciencias, material didáctico, obras 
de mejoramiento estructural y cuando el programa de 
reciclaje alcanza un nivel avanzado, es decir cuando 
se utilizan los materiales reciclables para rehusarlos el 
dinero se utiliza para invertir en el mantenimiento del 
resultado de reciclar.

El programa que auspicia la Ciudad de San José no 
sólo busca enseñar a reciclar si no que también quiere

Los altares naolinqueños son profundamente cristianos. Se hacen en 
forma de graderías para colocar eno más alto las imágenes más veneradas 
como las de Jesucristo, la Cruz cristiana, la Virgen del Carmen y la foto 
de los familiares fallecidos. En su elaboración participa toda la familia 
con tareas asignadas, consiguiendo de esta forma que cada uno de los que 
interviene dé lo mejor de sí mismo.

San Francisco, CA — En 
apariencia, la isla Del Espíritu 
Santo situada en Vanuatu, al Este 
de Australia, en el Sur del Pacífico, 
con su mar azul intenso, playas 
doradas bordeadas con palmeras 
y celajes que se tiñen de rojo con 
cada atardecer, es un lugar idílico. 
Pero para el battallón de marineros 
y oficiales de la Marina Americana y 
enfermeras estacionados allí durante 
la Segunda Guerra Mundial, su ob- 
jetivo no es romance. Su misión es 
obstruir el paso de barcos japoneses 
que transportan armas a sus conna- 
cionales escondidos en Salomón, las 
islas cercanas. 

Hay batallas a diario, pero tal 
vez las dos más intensas son las 
batallas internas de Nelly Forbush, 
una enfermera originaria de Little 
Rock, Arkansas y la del Teniente de 
Marina, Joseph Cable, originario de 


Philadelphia. Ambos están luchando 
por aplacar sus préjuicios raciales 
que les impiden casarse con las 
personas que aman “South Pacific” 
la producción de Lincoln Center 
Theater, que se está presentando en 
el Teatro Golden Gate, como parte 
de la serie “The Bestof Broadway”, 
está basado en personajes reales 
descritos en la novela “Relatos del 
Pacífico Sur”, escrita por James 
A. Michener, en 1949. Con lin- 
das voces, escenografía (Michael 
Yargan) realística y 30 músicos en 
la orquesta, el musical clásico de 
Richard Rodgers con libro de Oscar 
Hammerstein II y Joshua Logan es 
digna de verse.

Cable rehusa casarse con Liat 
porque sabe que su familia jamás 
la aceptaría. 

Por su parte Nellie (Carmen 
Cusack) tiene un problema similar. 
Ella se ha enamorado de Emile 
de Becque (Rod Girlfry) un rico 
hacendado francés que después 
de haber matado a un hombre, 
accidentalmente, llegó a la isla a 
refugiarse. Nellie acepta su crimen 
accidental; lo que no puede aceptar 
es que Emile, de joven se casó con 
una polinesa (que murió) y tiene dos 
hijos polineses morenos oscuros con 
el pelo y los ojos negros. Su madre 
la enseñó a aceptar solamente a las 
personas blancas nacidas en Little 
Rock Arkansas.

Jalisco, Mexico honors its native 
son Dr. Francisco Jimenez 


Award-winning author and Santa Clara University Professor Fran- 
cisco Jimenez was honored on October 13,2009 by the governor’s office 
of his home state in Mexico, at a ceremony at the Chapel at 7 p.m. at 
a reception in Santa Clara University’s Adobe Lodge. Jesus Alejandro 
Cravioto Lebrija, the Minister of Culture of the Mexican state of Jalisco, 
presented Dr. Jimenez with a special edition of Jimenez’s first two highly 
acclaimed autobiographies in a single volume entitled Cajas de Cartón 
y Senderos Fronterizos. The volume has an introduction from Emilio 
Gonzalez Marquez, Governor of Jalisco, in which he lauds Jimenez’s 
struggles, hard work, and continuing success as an inspirational tale of 
hope for people on both sides of the border. 

The autobiographical novels of Dr. Jimenez, Fay Boyle Professor 
of Modern Languages and Literatures at Santa Clara University, were 
originally published in English as The Circuit: Stories from the Life 
of a Migrant Child in 1997 and the sequel Breaking Through in 2001. 
They chronicle the tribulations and triumphs of his life as an immigrant 
child in the United States, from when he first crossed the border with 
his family at age four to his matriculation at Santa Clara University. 
Both have been translated into several languages and won numerous 
literary awards, including the Americas Award and the William Allen 
White Children's and Young Adult Book Award. 

Jiménez says he shares the honor of this visit with all immigrants. 
“This honor is not about me. By honoring my work, the government 
of Jalisco is really paying tribute to the people who are represented in 
my books,” Jimenez said.

name Zapata, the peninsula is one 
of the most isolated and least popu- 
lated regions of the country where 
cell phone towers went up a mere 10 
months ago. Its located 100 miles 
southeast of Havana. 

Hikers as well as birders can 
get a feel for the lay of the land 
while touring the Las Salinas area 
filled with dozens of cenotes or 
flooded caves hidden in a dense 


jungle. Treading across a jagged 


fault fracture created more than 1.5 
million years ago. we peered into 
the bottomless depths of the caverns 
that make good swimming holes to- 
day as well as outdoor museums of 
marine fossils with sea urchins and 
curious-looking shells embedded 
into their rock faces.

A tour up the longest river, the
